“Jewish Agency” and composed one- 
half of Zionists and one-half of non- 
Zionists, jn each case chosen from 
representative Jews throughout the 
world. The formation of the Jewish 
agency was contemplated in the man- 
date for Palestine, which was given 
to Great Britain after the war and 


article four of the mandate reads: 
“That an appropriate Jewish agency 
shall be recognized as e@ public body 
for the purpose of advising and co- 
operating with the administration af 
Palestine.”

WHAT THE HEALTH AUTHORI- 


TIES NEVER TELL. 

_ The general run of health authori- 
ties in this country are still holding 
out for the non-infectious “cold.” 
That is presumably an illness one gets 
from chilling or some such cause, and 
not from infection. No public health 
authority, I think, ventures to define 
or describe the illness, or to indicate 
how anybody, physici n or layman, 
illness from 
an infectious disease in case such 
distinction should seem necessary. No 
public health authority, I believe. 
would accept in good ‘vith a report of 
illness or death from such a_non- 
infectious disease, if a phyician should 
choose to.record “cold” a the nature 
of illmess or the cause of death. No. 
these health officers who so obstin- 
ately insist that chilling or exposure 
does cause some kind of illness other 
than frostbite apparently mean it for 
popular consumption, not for purpose 
of vital statistics,

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“Despite figures to the contrary, 
} Russia's economie cendition. is not 
signifying success of the new regime,” 
declared Alexander F. Gavrelovthuk, 
native Russian, before the Interna- 
tional Relations club, Tgesday night 
at Emory university. The speaker 
was introduced by Dr. Ross H. Me- 
Lean, professor of history and direc- 
tor of the elub. 

Gavrelovehuk, a native of Viladi- 
vostok, Siberia, and the son of a Rus- 
sion merchantman before the revolu- 
tion, now is a student at Emory uni- 
versity. He is preparing for the mis- 
sion fields in the Far East, and ex- 
pects to return to Manchuria. after 
about nine months more in this coun- 
try. 

“Propaganda from Soviet Russia 
would indicate that my country is 
achieving marked success under the 
new type of government,” the student 
said. ‘“‘As a matter of fact, 1 am sure 
that the soviet is having dire difficul- 
ties in preventing the rise of a new 
bourgeoisie class, which will control 
the eapital of the country.”

My efforts to have the Jeffries-John- 
son fight at Salt Lake City proved 
futile. I am still of the opinion that 
it should have gone there. As I have 
said; my judgment was based on the 
fact that Salt Lake City is nearer the 
center of population and would get 
the people from other sections. 

California crowd argued and 
argued. They brought every possible 
influence to bear for holding the big 


fight in San Francisco. The news- 
paper men of the coast took up the 
fight for San Francisco.

With this they finally wore me 
down and I gave in. The peopie of 
Salt Lake were disappointed, but I 
had done my best.

To begin with they made me buy a 
license which cost $6,000. Under the 
law a promoter had to have a license 
for a fight on a certain day. Another 
man had that date and I had to buy 
his. license. 

Next I had to arrange for building 
an arena. ‘That in itself was a> big 
job. After many negotiations I final- 
ly got a lot at Market and Bighth 
streets. We built an arena at a cost 
of $35,000, which, by the way, was 
a total loss. 

Then, right in the midst of other 
difficulties, a dispute arose over the 
referee. Bergen and Jeffries would 
not agree to any man who suited 
Johnson and Johnson would not agree 
to any man selected by them.

Resumed, Anaconda and Chile 
Steel Common Featuring Buy- 
ing Activities. 


The Day in Finance

New York, January 22.—The fast 
pace of the bull stock market in spots 
during the past year was resumed to- 
day, blocks of 5,000, 10,000, 15,000 
and even 20,000 shares of Anaconda, 


Chile, Steel common changing hands 
with the last named soaring in the 
noon hour seyen points above last 
night’s closing to a new high for all 
time above 190. This price is equa! 
to 266, including the 40 per cent stock 
dividend. 

Wall street is predicting that the 
December earnings statement next 
Tuesday will show $4 a share for 
steel common. This would compare 
with $3.31 earned for the September 
quarter and with only $1.05 for the 
December, 1927, quarter. If $4 is re- 
ported for the December quarter it 
will make $12 for the year for the 
common on stock receiving $7 in divi- 
dends. The action of Stee] common 
certainly indicates that the sharehold- 
ers will get this year something more 
han the regular dividend. The direc- 
tors meet next Tuesday to act on 
dividends. 

Anaconda directors announced to- 
‘day that the holders of the outstand- 
|ing minority Chile stock would be of- 
‘fered 73 shares of Anaconda for 100 
Anaconda now owns 
a majority of Chile. ‘Today Chile 
‘raised its quarterly dividend to S87 1-2 
cents. Three months ago it was raised 
from 62 1-2 cents to 75. Anaconda 
getting more from Chile is expected 
to raise its dividend. <A special meet- 
ing of Anaconda shareholders is called 
for March 14 to increase the authoriz- 
ed stock to take care of the Chile 
shares expected to be turned in for 
exchange for Anaconda shares. 

All Coppers Helped. 

All copper shares were helped by 
another advance of one-quarter of a 
cent an price of domestic metal to 17 
cents a pound. This is the highest 
level at which copper has sold in five 
years. Copper shares were also help- 
ed by rumors of important mergers 
of copper companies this year. Wall 
street figures that elimination of cop- 
per companies through mergers will 


help maintain the selling ‘price of 
copper at its existing high level. 

On the basis of the offer to ex- 
change Anaconda for Chile it was' 
figured that Chile was worth $92 a 
share and Anaconda $127. These 
prices were touched just before the 
offer was announced, afterwards de- 
clining. * Evidently those who have 
been buying these stocks’ recently 
know exactly when to stop. 

Johns-Manville was again active, 
climbing 7 points during the early 
trading. The stock of the company 
is closely held by strong banking in- 
terests and associates. Insiders say 
that earnings are good with the out- 
look bright. 

DuPont Shares Active. 

The recently split up DuPont 
shares were traded in for the tirst 
time today. The opening price was 
155 5-4. hen there was a _ rapid 
advance to 173 before any profit 
taking occurred. The new shares 
promise to step as lively as the old 
stock. 

A penewal rate of 6 per cent for 
eall money With offerings larger than 
the demand and with plenty of money 
outside at 5, helped the stock mar- 
ket. Announcement of $2,500,000 
gold coming from London also helped, 
despite resumed talk of a coming ad- 
vance in the rediscount rate at Lon- 
don to check the outflow of gold. <A 
higher rediscount rate at London 
would attract funds from here, the 
effects of which would be to make 
money here temporarily at _ least 
higher. There was no change today 
in time money, 

The offering of 750,000 shares of 
the new Prudential Investment Trust 
at 26 was oversubscribed. <A strong 
board of directors was announced for 
the $100,000,000 Petroleum corpora- 
tion investment trust now being 
formed. During the past two and a 
half months new investment trusts 
have been formed with aggregate cap- 
ital of something like $1,000,000,000. 
Beyond question buying of stocks in 
the open market by the trusts have 
been a powerful factor in the stock 
market.
